"Regarding surah Ikhlas, there are 40 ahadeeth, which with the hope of 

Allah's mercy, Yusuf Bin Abdullah Al-husiani Al-alarmiyuni, the student of 

Sheikhul Islam Jalal Udeen Suyooti has compiled." 

Means of Revelation: 


Hadeeth 1: 


Waaqidee (May Allah have mercy upon him) has written in the Asbaabe- 

Nuzool that a few Jews came into the presence of the Prophet <SA). They 

said to him, "Tell us of Allah's qualities, because in the Torah, Allah has 

mentioned his qualities." On that occasion, Allah revealed surah Ikhlas. 

Ubay ibn Ka'ab (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the 

polytheists said, "Oh Prophet of Allah 1 Tell us about the lineage of your 

Lord." At this moment, surah Ikhlas was revealed. 

Hadeeth 2: 


Ubay Ibn Ka'ab (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the 

Prophet (SA) said: "He who recites jsl ill $k ji, it is as if he has recited one 

third of the Quran." 
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Hadeeth3: 



Ali (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) said: 

"He who recites jsS ilii jJ. $ once, it is as if he has recited one third of the 

Quran. And whoever recites it twice, it is as if he has recited two thirds of the 

Quran, and whoever recites it thrice, it is as if he has recited the whole 

Quran." 

Virtues of reciting Surah Ikhlas at the time of sleeping: 

Hadeeth 4: 


Anas (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) has 

said: "If you lie on your bed and recite surah Fatiha and jjJ ill! ji ji, then you 

will be protected from everything, besides death." 

Aisha (May Allah be pleased with her) has said, regarding the Prophet (SA): 

"When he used to come daily to sleep on his bed, he would bring his palms 

together, and would recite 3U-1 iJJ! $* $, ^Cft L>j. \^>\ $ and J&\ 4# Jjw ^J>, and 

blow on them, and starting from his head and face, would pass them all over 

the front his body, wherever he could reach to. He would do this three 

times." 

Ibn Mardawaih has narrated from Ibn Abbas (May Allah be pleased with him) 

that the Prophet (SA) said: "At the time of sleeping whoever recites 

jsi iil ji ji, and the Mua'wadhatayn (surah Falak and surah Naas) three times, 

and if he dies at night, then his death will be like that of a martyr, and if he 

lives, all his sins shall be forgiven." 
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It has been narrated from Abdullah Bin Khubaib (May Allah be pleased with 

him) that the Prophet (SA) said to him: "Recite 3*1 m £ 'J and the 

Mua'wadhatayn (,jL& L% SjiJ ji, ^& L% M $ thrice in the morning and the 

evening, this will suffice for you in everything." 


The Virtues of reciting Surah Ikhlas on the Day of Jum'uah: 


Hadeeth 5: 


Aisha (May Allah be pleased with her) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) said: 
"Whoever recites JU-f rfjl $k $ $h L»% i$ $, and ^6 £j* M J* seven times after 
the Friday prayer, then Allah will protect him from all evil until the following 

Friday." 

Saeed Bin Mansoor (May Allah have mercy upon him) has narrated that 
Makhool said: "He who recites Surah Fatiha, the Mua'wadhatayn (surah 
Falak and surah Naas) and 1*3 tUl $* ji seven times after the Friday prayer, 
before he begins to speak, then Allah will compensate for all the sins he 
committed between the two Fridays." 

Ibn Zanjaweeyah has taken these words from Ibn Shihab that the Prophet 

(SA) said: "Whoever prays &.1 dil j£ ji and the Mua'wadhatayn (surah Falak 

and surah Naas) seven times each, after the Friday prayer without talking after 

the imam has recited the salam, him and his wealth shall be protected until 

the folio wing Jum'uah." 
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Abu Ubayd, Ibn Abi Shaybah, and Ibn Ad Dhwirees have narrated from 

Asma Bint Abi Bakr (May Allah have mercy upon her), that whoever prays 

the Friday prayer and thereafter recites jS-\ iiil $i Jj and the Mua'wadhatayn 

(surah Falak and surah Naas) seven times each, he will be protected from this 

Jumu'ah until the next. 

In another narration it has been said that surah Fatiha should also be prayed. 

The best prayer for safeguarding from every evil: 

Hadeeth 6: 


Uthman Bin Affan (May Allah be pleased him) has narrated that the Prophet 
(SA) prayed this Dua to me and put me in Allah's refuge,

"He who recites id iil $* *j* one hundred times after Fajr Salah without 
talking to anyone, the deeds of fifty siddiqeen will be written for him on that 

day." 

Hadeeth 26: 


Anas (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) said: 

"He who recites 1*5 ilil $& °ji two hundred times, Allah will forgive two years 

of his sins." 


Ibn Umar (May Allah be pleased with them) has narrated that the Prophet 

(SA) said: 

"He who enters the Masjid on the day of Friday and performs four rakaats in 

such a way that in every rakaat after Surah Fatiha he recites 1*5 m $k ji fifty 

times - this will become a total two hundred times - death will not come to 

him until he sees his place in Jannah or until it is shown to him." 

Hadeeth 27: 



Anas (May Allah be pleased with him) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) said 
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"He who recites jU.1 i&l ^i ji two hundred times, fifty years of his sins shall be 
forgiven, on condition that he is not in debt."

Anas (May Allah be pleased with him.) has narrated that the Prophet (SA) said: 

"He who recites 1>.1 ill jj> ji two hundred times daily, Allah will write down 
one thousand five hundred good deeds for him, on condition that he is not in

He said, "Ask him why he did 

this." He answered, "Because Allah's qualities have been mentioned in it, and 

therefore I like to pray it." The Prophet (SA) said, "Tell him that Allah loves 

him."
